NO. n(66-E)/49-N . — lu exoi'cise of the powers confemd by seotion 4 cf the 
Influx from Pakistan (Control) Act, 1949 (XXIII of 1949). the Central Govern, 
ment is pleased to make the following Rules; — 

RULES regarding PERMIT SYSTEM INTRODUCED BETWEEN 
WESTERN PAKISTAN AND INDIA 

1. These rules may be called the “Permit System Rules, 1949”. 

2. Ill these rules — 

(i) “Cheek Post" moans a place where permits are checked. 

(ii,) “High Commissioner” or “Deputy High Commissioner” means the 
High Commissioner or Deputy High Commissioner for India in 
. PaMstan. 

(hi) “State" means an Acceding State. 

(iv) “displaced person” means any person who, on account of the setting 

up of the Dominions of India and Pakistan, or on account of chul 
disturbances oi- the fear of such disturbances in any area now 
forming part of Pakistan ha.5 been displaced from or has left his 
place of residence in Pakistan after the first day of March, 1947 
and who hoe, subsequently, been residing in India, 

(v) “Superintendent of Police” includes: — 

(a) In the Presidency-towns of Bombay, Madras and Calcutta, the 

Deputy Commissio’iier of Police, 

(b) In a State, an officer of Police, equivalent in rank to a Superin- 

tendent of Police in the Provinces of India. 

3. Thera shall bo five kinds of jieimits, namely: — 

(i) Permits for temporary visits, 

(ii) Permits for permanent return to India, 

(iii) Permits for repeated journeys, 

(iv) Transit permits, and 

(v) Permit for permanent resettlement 
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4. Ail tipplicatioii for permit ahull be submitted in duplicate to tbe 
CoinmiHsioner/Deputy High Gouiniissioner in the relevant form specified iu 
Appendix 1 to these Eules and shall bear the photograph of the applicant. An 
extra copy of the photograph shall also be presented with the apxrlication. 

5. (1) A person domiciled in Pakistan^, applying for a jjermit other than the 
one for pierinanent rouettlement, shall present with his applioation a Permit 
Book specified in Apiiendix H to these Buies. This permit book can bo had 
from the office of the High Commissioner/ Deputy High Conmiissioner, The* 
“Certificate o; Indentity’’ given in the permit book must be duly filled in aud 
it shall be signed bj the Collector of the district in which the applicant resides 
before the permit book is presented to the High Commissiouer/Deputy High 
Commissioner for the issue of the jicrmit. 

(2) A person domiciled in India, who goes to Pakistan on a temporary visit, 
shall obtain the Permit Book and the “Certificate of Identity" in it, from the 
Collector of the District in whi,ch he resides, before he leaves for Pakistan, For 
this purpose an applioation shall be made in writing to the Collector concerned, 
with a copy of the applicarut’s photograph, sufficiently in advance to enable, the 
Collector to make enquiries: 

Provided that iu the case of a person possessing a passport issued by on 
authority after the Ist day of April, 1948, it shall not be necessary to have a 
"Cei'tifieate of Identity". In such a case, the passport shah bo accepted in lieu 
of the “CertificatG of identity" and the High Commissioner/Dcputy High Com- 
missioner will issue the Pennit Book after necessary endorsement in the appro- 
priate place authorisng the applicant to enter India- The number of the passport 
shall be quoted on the Permit Book and the permit holder shall have to produce- 
the Permit Book as well as the passport whenever required for purposes of 
chock, 

6. Permits (i), (ii), (iii) and (iv) referred to in rule 8, shall be issued by 

endorsement at the appropriate place in the Permit Book specified in Appendix! 
Il to these Eulcs. Pennits for permanent resettlement shall be issued in the 
forai specified in Appendix III to these Buies which shall be printed in triplicate 
in bound books and serially machine numbered. The first copy shall be kept 
by issuing authority, the second copy shall be sent to the Superintendent of' 
Police of the District or State to which the applicant may be going and the tbira 
copy shall be given to the applicant. - 

7. Permits issued under these Eules shall bear a photograph of the person 
concerned which shall be attested by the Pennit issuing autliority. 

8. Permits may be issued by the High C(?mmis8ioner at Karachi or the 
Deputy High Commissioner at Ijahore. 

9. In the case of a permit for temporary visit, only the place which the 
applicant wants to visit first shall be shown in the permit. The permit holder 
shall report his arrival to tho Superintendent of Police of the District which he 
is permitted to visit and shall also report to him "his final departure for Pakistan. 
If the permit holder is permitted by the Superintendent of Police, under rule 
26 to visit any other place, he shall report his arrival at, and the departiire from 
that place, to the nearest Police Station. The Superintendent of Police _whc 
permits a temporary permit holder to visit any place other than that specified 
in the pemiit, shall inform the Superintendent of Police of the place which the 
permit holder is permitted to visit. 

10. A permit for permanent resettlement in India may bo granted by the 
High Commissioner or Deputy High Commissioner only— 

(i) after personal scrutiny of the application, and 

(ii) after securing agreement of the State or the Province where the 

applicant intends to settle. 
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11. Transit permits shall be issued only in cases where the High Commis- 
sioner or the Deputy High Commissioner is satisfied that the applicant is not 
likely to use the transit permit as an excuse lor getting into Didia and staying 
there. Govern meut offioera on transfer may be given such permits. Tn case 
of persons domiciled in Pakistan, who have to go to a Port in India for going 
overseas {e.g., from Calcutta to Uiirma oi llombay to the United States of 
America) transit permits may be issued, provided the applicants can produce 
evidtmee to show that onward passage fij;-lndia has definitely been boolced. 

12. A person domiciled in India who possesses a passport and has booked 
direct from any place overseas other thtm Pakistan to any destination, in India 
deos not require a permit. .In caso such person breaks journey in Pakistan, he 
shall obtain a permit from the High Commissioner or th^ Deputy High Com- 
missioner as the case may be. 

13. A perSOTi domiciled in .India coming from Afghanistan who breaks journey 
in Pakistan, does not require a perniit to enter* India provided he possesses a 
certificate from the Indian EmhaBsy at Kabul, certifying that he is a person 
domiciled in India and that there is no objection to his entry in India. Suoh 
certificate shall bear the photograph of the person concerned duly certified by 
the Embassy, 

14. Notwithstanding anything contained in rule 4, 5, 8, 9 and 15 the General 
Manager of the Jodhpur Eailway iriay issue a temporary permit or a permit 
for repeated journeys to any member of the staff of that Eailway, which shall 
be used for crossi?ig or re-crossing the frontier while on duty. The permits so 
issued shall bear duly attested photographs of the persons concerned, 

15. A person who has frequently to travel between the two Domjnions for 
a purpose connected with the business of Government, private business or for 
any other bona fide purpose may be given permit for ropeated journeys signed 
by ail officer specified in Eule 9. 

16. When a permit Is issued fca- (i) temporary visit, or (if) pennanent return, 
the High Oomraissioner/Deputy High Commissioner shall send u duplicate 
copy of the application to the Superintendent of Police of the District or State 
to which the applicant may be going. The number of ihe Permit Book and in 
case Oi temporary permit, the period for which it is issued to the applicant, 
shall be quoted on the copy of the application under signature of the issuing 
authority. 

17. Any officer of the Check Post may ask the permit holder to sign his 
name or put his thvimb mark afresh with a view to comparci it with the signature 
or thumb mark in the Permit Book. 

18. The Permit Book for temporary visit shall be handed over to the officer 
at the Check Post or to tho iasning anthprity on completion of the return journey. 
The Permit Book for permanent resettlement /return shall be handed over to 
the nearest Police Station in India on arrival at the destination. Permit boot 
for Transit journey shall be surrendered at the border check post at the time 
of leaving India. 

19. No person holding a temporary permit shall stay in India after the date 
of expiry of such permit. 

20. (i) Where the holder of a temporary permit desires that the period for 
lich it was originally granted should be extended, he niay apply in writing 

to the Superintendent of Police, of the District in which he may, for the time 
being, bo residing, and the Superintendent of Police, may, subject to the pro- 
vision of Bub-rulo (iv) extend the period of the permit by such number of days, 
not exceeding twenty, as he may think fit. 
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(ii) Vi Lure the hoklei' of any such permit desEcs the period of permit to be 
extended beyond t,he period of twenty days specified in sub-rule (i), he may, 
through the Superintendent of Police of the District in which he may for the 
time being be residing, apply in writing to the Provincial Government of the 
Province or the Government of the State concerned, which Government may, 
subject to the provisions of sub-rule (iv), extend tbe period of the permit by 
such further period, not exceeding two months, as it may think fit, 

(iii) Where the holder of any such permit desires the period of the permit to 
bo extended beyond the period specified in sub-rule (ii), he may, through the 
Provincial Government of the Province or the Government of the State con- 
cerned, apply in writing to the Central Government or the High Commissioner 
for India in Pakistan, Karachi, or the Deputy High Commissioner for India in 
Pakistan, Lahore, and, subject to the provisions of sub-rule (iv) the permit 
may be extended by such further period as may be considered necessary. 

(iv) No extension shall be granted under this rule by any authority unless 
sucli authority is satisfied that the extensioir has become necessary on account 
of circumstances over wEicb the holder of the pemiit has no control. 

(vj Every extension gi'anted under this rule shall be specified in the Permi? 
Book and shall be authenticated — 

(a) Where the extension is granted by a District Superintendent of 
Police, by the signature either of the Superintendent of Police 
himself or of such subordinate officer as he may authorise in this 
behalfj i 

(bj) in any other case, by the signature of such officer as may be autho- 
rised by the authority granting the extension. 

21. A special train carrying displaced persons from Hyderabad (Sind) shall 
be accompanied by an officer appointed by the ffigh Commissioner for India in 
Pakistan. On the authority of such officer, the displaced persons travelling in 
the special train may be allowed to enter India without any permit. A dis- 
placed person travelling by ordinary train from Hyderabad (Sind) shall .secure 
permit from an officer appointed for the purpose at Hyderabad by the High 
Commissioner. 

22. A displaced person travelling under the Indian Government Evacuation 
Orgaiii/.ation operating in West Punjab shall on the certificate of the oBc.crfcing 
officer, be allowed to enter India without any permit. 

28. A displaced person coming by sea from, Karachi to Bombay or any other 
Indian Port will require permit, unless hei travels by a ship exolusively meant 
for displaced )>erBons, 

24. In the case of disjvlaced ])ersoiiR from West hukistan, the “Certificate of 
Identity” from the Collector as mentioned in rule 5 above will not be necessary 
and the High CommissioDor/Deputy High Commissioner may. issue the Permit 
Book after necessary endorsement at appropriate place authorising the dis- 
placed person tp enter India, if he is satisfied about the bona fidoH of the 
person concerned, 

25. Tbe period of a temporary xjermit should not, ordinoilly exceed fom- to 
six weeks, but in special cases (e.g., when a woman is visiting India for her 
confinement) a permit may be given upto six months. 

26. The bolder of a temporary permit shall not visit any place in India 
which is not specified in liis permit. In cose he desires to visit any Such 7;.lace, 
he may apply in writing to the Superintendent of Police having jurisdictioujfiu 
the place specified in the Permit and such Superintendent, may on being satis-, 
fied that the proposed -visit for a bona fide pui-pose, add any such place to the 
place specified in the permit. 
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27. Piailwiiye, shipping compaiiipa, airways and persons, running Bus Services 
shall not issue tickets to those persons who are not in possession of valid permits 
or valid passports. 

28 The High (Commissioner or the Deputy High Commissiouer, as the case 
may be, may issue permit subject to such conditions, if any, as he may think 
fit, to regulate the movement of the permit holder in India, 

29. Every permit issued under these rules shall be liable to cancellation at 
an\ tinve, without any reason being assigned by the issuing authority or by 
the Central Government. 

‘ hO. Notwithstanding anything contained in these Kul^s, the Central Gov- 
ermiLent may grant permit to any person or class of persons considered suitable 
by it, or extend the period of any temporary permit, or convert a temporary 
permit into a pcmianent ono, or make any addition and/or alteration in the 
pennit issued under these rules. 

hi. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in these lluloa, no person 
entering India from any place in the Province of East Bengal shall ordinarily 
be required to be in possession of a permit:. 

Provided that in the case of persons who are ordinarily resident in Western 
PakisTa-n and who want to enter India, x>ia any place iu East Bengal, it slmll bo 
necessurv to be in possession of a permit issued in accordance with these rules 
by the I’errait issuing authority mentaoned in. Rule 8. 

G2. Repaal of Permit SynLem HuIch, 1948. — (1) The Permit System Rules, 
IftlB, are hereby repealed, 

(2) Notwitbstanding such repeal, any action taken or thing done in the 
exercise of au,y power conferred by the Permit System Buies, 1948, shall! for 
all iiurposes be deemed to have been taken or done in the exercise of the powers 
conferred by the Pemiit System Buies, 1949 as if these rules had been in force 
on the day when such action was taken or such thing was done.
